than the current, price. The reply 
he received staggered him both in 
bluntness and the sneer it was in- 
y tended to. convey. He was asked 
\“Why daesn't he buy Japanese or 
Haiphong cement?” Such an ‘atthe 
tude on the part of the staff is apt 
to be resented, and certainly does 
| not tend to secure the goodwill of 
‘eustomers, Eventually this firm 
was obliged to xo to a dealer who 
apparently. was one of the favour- 
ed: few and had to, pay $4.60 per 
bag, I may say that the selling 
price of the company on ‘that day 
was $3.60. It is puzzling to many of 
us why it was that the company 
continued -aelling its cement at 
$3.60 when it was well known that
